Because of the social and 
economic changes that have ta 
ken place in recent sears, the 
average working man finds him­ 
self devoting a much smaller 
part of hi* lifetime to making 
a living than he would have 
found necessary a generation 
or two ago 
For one thing he doesn t be­ 
gin working at as early an age 
as was once the custom In El

COLD BABIES AND 
GRANDPARENTS 


E ven winter, the climate rn 
some parts of the work! be­ 
comes subarctic 
Severe cold 
presents a special problem to 
infants and the elderly whose 
bods temperatures are likely to 
drop to alarmingly low levels in 
such an environment The Brit­ 
ish refer to this condition as 
accidental hypothermia and they 
regard it as more dangerous 
than frostbite. 
Babies need constant warmth 
day and night during the first 
few weeks of life This may not 
be easy < especially in England i 
when the parents cannot afford 
to heat the home at all times 
The fire goes out in the early 
morning hours and gas or elec­ 
tric heaters are turned off for 
economy's sake Parents accus­ 
tomed to sleeping in cold rooms 
may open windows without real­ 
izing the effect on the new baby 


Others bathe the Infant In 
lukewarm water m a cold room 
The condition is not easy to 
recognize because these cold 
children lie still and serene 
Some whimper and refuse to 
nurse The skin is puffy, cold, 
and hardened in some places 
The rectal temperature usu­ 
ally is below 90 degrees F An 
editorial in the British Medical 
J (.Hima I says hypothermia often 
goes undetected because the or­ 
dinary thermometer does not re­ 
gister temperatures below 95 de­ 
grees F 


Elderly victims are likely to 
be senile and live alone in badly

easily missed In addition they

couraged as he could not make 
a living on the land and de­ 
cided to quit trying 
He had 
planted a few acres in wheat 
which gram he had been using 
for his own livestock and chick­ 
en* 


In order to accumulate a bit 
of cash, which he would need to 
defray the expen*e of moving 
off the land, he took a load of 
wheat to town but found out 
he could not dispose of it or 
sell it because he had no per­ 
mit, 
On top of that, the govern­ 
ment fined him some $400 for 
raising the wheat 
He refused 
to pay the fine and carried his 
case to the Supreme Court 
Tho a very eminent judge in 
Texas found and ruled in his 
favor, when his case came to the 
Supreme Court in Washington 
D C . the case was disposed of 
in two simple words 
Decision 
reversed ' So the poor lad had 
to f»a> this fine of $400 
If you think very much of 
your children. I hope you will 
send 
them 
to

Box 165. in Colorado 
Springs where they will profit 
for a better life and learn how 
to help save our great Republic 
This indeed would be a legacy 
that they would be proud of.

The smoker must 
be stopped completely, not even

date, such as a weekend away 
from 
smoking

should publicly state his inten­

B> The Colorado Medical Socirt) 
lr an enlightened age it should 
not he true but there '‘till is a 
lot of emotional charge involved 
in going to see a psychiatrist 
Mufti of the emotional over­ 
lay vibrates around three fac­ 
tors 
need, stigma and status 
Many more persons should see 
a psychiatrist than will or can 
The 
mental 
health 
statistics 
make 
this 
abundantly clear 
Yet there are not enough pay-; 
chiatrists to go around and un­ 
fortunately there is little pros­ 
pect that enough practitioners 
can be trained for this demand­ 
ing specialty to meet the sta­ 
tistical needs in the foreseeable 
future 
Emotional, 
personality 
and 
mental problems are at least 
as common as infected gaii oiad 
tiers or stomach ulcers, and 
no more sense of shame at 
laches to the one class of ail­ 
ments than to the other. Both 
need care 
Moreover the close, often in­ 
dissoluble. relationship between 
mind and body and health is 
being increasingly recognized 
A psychological factor is well 
established, 
for 
example, 
in 
many cases of surf! "physical” 
diseases as asthma, gastric ul­ 
cer. colitis and even heart dis­ 
ease Physical and psychologi­ 
cal roots sometimes are so close­ 
ly intertwined in a given case 
of many diseases that combined 
treatment is essential if there 
is to he reasonable hope of 
"cure ” 
These are merely the rn»vie rn 
medical scientific facts of life 
Why. then, should any stigma 
attach to the treatment of the 
whole problem"* 
.An illness is no less real be­ 
cause it has its origins in emo­ 
tional or personality dislocations 
any more than a dislocation of 
a joint is unreal becauae it is 
a physical-mechanical displace­ 
ment 
Yet many persons still 
are outraged at the suggestion 
their problem has psychiatric 
implications 
* How dare you 
suggest this pain is m my 
head'” But a problem that is 
in the head ’ may be just as 
real 
and no more imaginary , 
than an outraged appendix 
Medical science today recog­ 
nizes three broad and overlap­ 
ping classes of ailments There 
is the more or less purely phys­ 
ical disease which can be treat­ 
ed by standard medical and 
surgical 
approaches 
and 
in 
which the emotions and person­ 
ality of the patient are not in­ 
volved or are involved to a 
negligible degree There is the 
more or less purely mental ill­ 
ness in which no organic cause 
can be found for the patient s 
symptoms or behavior. In be­ 
tween is the large and growing 
field of psychosomatic medicine 
in which a close, back-and-forth 
interplay of psychological and 
physical factors can be discern­ 
ed 
The psychiatrist has much to 


offer in at least two of these 
kinds of medicine 
Many en­ 
lightened 
persons 
understand 
this in theory today — and still 
there is a nigh emtional hurdle 
to be cleared before a psychia­ 
trist is consulted Did attitudes 
are being broken down. but most 
of us still have a way to go 
before we can see a psychiatrist 
as easily as we see our family 
physician 
At the other extreme there 
is a small group of highly so­ 
phisticated persons to whom it 
is fashionable, a matter of sta­ 
tus. to be in consultation with 
a psychiatrist 
TYus does not 
necessarily mean they do not 
need a psychiatrists serv ices 
quite often they are truly neu­ 
rotic and dependent personal 
Hies or rn* notion or fashion 
ability would wot occur to them 
in this context 
Psychiatry is a great unknown 
to many persons 
Often it is 
associated in their minds with 
hypnosis, dramatic electric or 
drug shock techniques or bi­ 
zarre "confessions." rather than 
with patient understanding, clar­ 
ification of insights and mental 
hygiene 
Some persons still feel that 
consulting a psychiatrist implies 
a bit of weakness, a giving in 
to something which is * all in 
the head " An emotional con­ 
flict within the family also may 
make it difficult for a patient 
to seek psychiatric aid 
There are many roadblocks 
standing in the way of seeking 
psychiatric treatment with the 
same ease and equanimity that 
treatment is sought for an ach­ 
ing tooth or a broken leg Pro­ 
gress is being made, however. 
More practicing physicians are 
gaining psychiatric insights and 
more patients are coming to re­ 
cognize the valuable role th* 
psychiatrist can play in the to­ 
tality of mind-and-body health. 
Old Doc Experience advises: 
1 
Emotional and mental ill­ 
nesses are no less real than- 
physical illnesses, and no more 
stigma attaches to one than to 
the other. Both need competent 
care 
2 Most psychiatric problems 
fall into two big areas: pro­ 
blems with self, and problems 
with other people Surveys have 
shown that most people tend to 
blame external factors — job.

"There is something in him that 
loves destruction that prefers 
catastrophe and ai! the illicit 
excitements 
that 
accompany 
destruction and catastrophe " 
Gray, a professor of philosophy 
at Colorado College, read from 
journals he kept while a soldier 
during World War II. and com­ 
mented on his wartime record­ 
ings The journals became the 
basis for a book, "The War­ 
riors.” 
a 
widely 
applauded 
philosophical analysis of war. 
"Old soldiers lie a 
great 
deal.” Gray said "And unlike 
sportsmen and lovers who also 
lie, such lies are not to be 
lightly dismissed for they help 
to create a fictitious image of 
wars in youthful minds 
"There may well be such a 
thing as a just war. but there 
is surely no honest one. honest 
either in the waging of it or in 
its reporting.”

Krutzke Awarded 


Rotating Faculty 


Fellowship 


Prof Frank A Krutzke. chair­ 
man of the English department 
at Colorado College, has been 
awarded the college s new Ro­ 
tating Faculty Fellowship 
to 
spend a >ear analyzing college 
freshman English 
The fellowship designed to en- 
able one member of the faculty 
lo *pend a year on a protect 
to improve undergraduate teach 
mg. was made possible through 
a MO VKI grant from the Dan­ 
forth Foundation of St Louis, 
Mo. 
Prof Krutzke. a member of 
the faculty at Colorado College 
since 1939 was thf first selected 
to the fellowship 
In recent years a storm of con­ 
troversy has built up about 
what to offer and howr to teach 
freshman English in college 
‘ Freshman English is the one 
almost 
completely 
universal 
course in American colleges "’ 
Prof Krutzke said “The diver­ 
sity of ideas and attitudes con­ 
cerning this course is evidenced 
by the entire spectrum evident 
rn course descriptions and op- 
erations 
The consensus Is that 
the 
course is highly important — 
but with that point agreement 
ceases, as shown by the vastly 
differing courses which colleges 
offer. 
At this time, partly because 
of the great increase in numbers 
of co.Jege students, the pervas­ 
ive 
opinion 
that 
“English'* 
should be learned — and there­ 
fore. 
presumably, 
taugni 
— 
much better than it is and the 
proliferation of ‘honors" English 
sections and of Adv anced Place­ 
ment English courses in high 
school, the situation is becom e 
even more complex than be­ 
fore.” he said 
Prof Krutzke said he plans 
first to review the history of 
the course at Colorado College, 
read every available opinion on 
the problem and visit selected 
colleges throughout the country 
for first hand observations 
The new program, established 
last fall, was named the Louis 
T Benezet Rotating Faculty Fel­ 
lowship for Dr. Benezet 
who 
was president of Colorado Col­ 
lege from 1955 to 1963 
The fellowship will pay the 
recipient his annual salary, plus 
a full summer session salary a 
SI OOO for expenses It will rotate 
annually among members of the 
faculty 
Fellows will be released from 
teaching and other campus re­ 
sponsibilities. 
“Each fellow will use his year 
to increase his effectiveness as 
a teacher of liberal education 
and. insofar as possible, to dem­ 
onstrate new approaches to ef­ 
fective teaching." said Dr. Ken­ 
neth J Curran, acting dean of 
the college.

P Schmidt, economic consultant 
for the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States 
Dr Schmidt said that GNP 
(the total output of goods and 
services in this country* should 
average 8614-18 billion in 1964. 
compared with 8584-5 billion this 
year 
The prospect of early tax 
cuts in 1964 will stimulate the 
economy, the Chamber econo­ 
mist said, and the prospect of 
further tax cuts on Jan I. 1965 
“should help pave the way for 
continued gains into 1966 ” 
He set forth his views in a 
statement. "The Business and 
Economic Outlook ” 
Dr Schmidt predicted that ex­ 
penditures for plant and equip­ 
ment would nse 5 to IO per cent 
in 1964 Construction, which has 
been running at record levels 
during 1963 should continue to 
improve next year, he said.

The first lady of Nevada to 
live in tier own home was Nora 
Knight Sparks, who remained 
on the family ranch to help run 
the operation while John Sparks 
attended to state business.
